His income last year was $900, he 
said, adding that “a congressional 
Medal of Honor just doesn’t fit in 
with a job like mine.” 

Neibaur, a private, won the dec- 
oration for halting an enemy attack 
in the Argonne forest Oct. 16, 4918. 

Senator William E. Borah years 
‘ago asked Congress to make Nei- 
‘\baur a Major and give him $2200 
as retirement pay. The War De- 


proposal, Neibaur said. 


He is not expected to return to Jef- 
ferson City until Monday. 

The resolution recited that the 
raising of funds to defeat legisla-

It may be that the vote on the 
resolution, if it is ever called up 
for a vote, will provide a first 
evidence of strength between the 
Governor and Pendergast in the 
House, though such a vote, being 
on @ collateral matter, would not 
be conclusive proof of how the 
House will vote on the police bill. 

The political scheme.came into 
the open last night when a group 
of anti-Stark Democratic Repre- 
sentatives closely allied with Tay- 
lor refused to vote or voted against 
a bill by Representative Forrest 
Mittendorf of St. Louis County hav- 
ing no political significance. It 
provided for payment of property 
taxes in three installments, The bill 
passed by a bare majority. .. 

Taylor Assails Republicans. 

A few minutes later the same 
opposition appeared when Repre- 
sentative Hartwell G. Crain of St. 
Louis County started to call up a 
series of bills affecting only St. 
Louis County and having no po- 
litical significance. The hostile at- 
titude among the group of Demo- 
crats was so apparent that Crain 
withdrew immediate consideration 
of his bills. | 

Republicans then decided to go 
into caucus, and asked permission 
of the House, a routine request al- 
ways granted. As the Republicans 
started to walk out to a caucus 
room, Taylor shouted: “Some of 
the Republicans seem to be ab- 
senting themselves from the House. 
I think it would be a damned sight 
better House if they never came 
back.” 

Representative Frank J. Iffrig 
of St. Charles County, Democrat, 
and a supporter of the Governor, 
objected vigorously: “They are fine 
gentlemen. You should not talk 
like that.” 

Taylor retorted: “You can go 
along with them, and I don’t give 
a damn if you never come back.” 

Floor Leader Roy Hamlin of Han- 
nibal, a Taylor supporter, hastily 
moved an adjournment. 

Taylor Later Apologizes. 

Aware of the adverse reaction 
to his outburst against the Repub- 
lican minority last night, Taylor 
told the House today his remarks 
concerning the minority were due 
to a misunderstanding. He said he 
did not hear-the Republican caucus 
chairman announce a caucus and 
said his remarks were prompted 
by a belief that the Republicans 
were walking out of the House to 
break a quorum. He expressed re- 
gret for his remarks, 

In the Republican caucus there 
Was a general discussion of condi- 
tions and a virtual understanding 
was reached that Republican sup- 
port would be thrown against Tay- 
lor and his group, though no ac- 
tion was taken binding any mem- 
ber. 

There was little discussion of 
the Governor’s bill, which nearly 
all, if not all, the Republicans are 
expected to support, or of the Tay- 
lor resolution. 

98 Votes Claimed By Taylor. 

After adjournment of the House, 
Taylor told newspaper men: “We'll 
show the Republicans. [If they 
want to vote their 52 votes they 
can. We've got 98 votes on our 
side, and we can vote 98 to 52.” 

Several Democratic members, 
supporters of the Governor,  ex- 
pressed the opinion that “Taylor 
had overplayed his hand,” and 
that he may have made Democratic 
votes for the police bill instead of 
fer the Pendergast opposition to it. 

The present role of “lobby invas-

World Sends $193,506,227 Worth of Metal 
te the United States in 


eriod. 

WASHINGTON, April 7 (AP).—The 
world sent $192,506,227 worth of gold to 
the United States in the week ended March 
31 in a frantic rush to put wealth outside 
the potential war zones. 

The Commerce Department said the ship- 
ments were the iargest since the first 
Czecho-Blovakian crisis last fall and were 
about four times the size of recent weeks. 

One effect of the huge gold shipments, 
which resulted in Geposits in American 
banks after the metal was sold to the 
United States Treasury, was to send the 


time recerd high of $3,710,000,000. 

The gold was sent here not only by hun- 
dreds of individual persons, but also by for- 
eign governments and their central banks. 
Shipments in the week ended March 31 
mcluded $150,349,5901 from England alone. 
Not all of this was English gold, however, 
because citizens of other European coun- 
tries normally keep much of their wealth 
in London. n the wealth is transferred 
to this country, England, therefore, appears 
as the ship of ac 
tua) owne 

Other shipments $21,622,085 
from Belgium, $8,735,952 from the Neth-

MONEY IN YS. BANKS 


Gain of $190,000,000 in Week 
Due Mainly to $132,000,000 
Gold Arrival From Abroad. 


WASHINGTON, April 7 (AP).— 
The Federal Reserve Board dis- 
closed today the new gold rush to 
the United States resulting from the 
latest European crisis boosted the 
idle money of American banks to 
a new record high of $3,710,000,000 


on April 5. 
The total of lendable excess re- 
serves was $190,000.000 higher than 
a week earlier, mainly because of 
the $132,000,000 of foreign gold 
which arrived in that week. 
Ordinarily, when foreigners ship 
gold here and sell it to the United 
States Treasury they are paid in 
dollars which they deposit in Amer- 
ican banks. Since the loan activ- 
ities of banks have been small re- 
cently such new deposits invariably 
go into the supply of idle cash, 
Theoretically, the banks could 
loan about eight times the amount 
of idle money they now have, and 
the amount is so large that the 
Federal Reserve Board has brought 
the matter to the attention of Con- 
gress, implying that the board 
ought to have new powers to pre- 
vent.potential credit inflation. 


Statement by Board, 

The board’s statement said: 

“During the week ended April 5 member 
bank reserve balances increased $193,000,- 
000. Additiong to member bank reserves 
arose from increases of $132,000,000 in 
gold stock and $6,000,000 in Reserve Bank 
credit and decreases of $98,000,000 in 
Treasury deposits with Federal 
banks, $10,000,000 in Treasury cash and 
$35,000,000 in non-member deposits and 
other Federal Reserve accounts, offset in 
part by an increase of $90,000,000 in 
money in circulation. Excess reserves of 
member banks on April 5 were estimated 
to be approximately $3,710,000,000, an 
increase of $190,000,000 for the week.”

Term He Aims At, 
Beginning in 1945. 


Why Mr. Roosevelt Should Be Counted Out 
of the 1940 Presidential Race—The Third

If Any, Is the Term 


WASHINGTON, April 7. 


HE consensus of 50 of the bet- 
T ter-known Washington  news- 

paper correspondents is that 
the 1940 Democratic nominees for 
the Presidency and the Vice-Presi- 
dency will be John N. Garner and 
James A. Farley; that the respec- 
tive Republican nominees will be 
Thomas E. Dewey and Robert A. 
Taft, and that the Republican 
party, unless the country gets into 
a war, will win the election. This 
is the composite forecast in a poll 
taken by the magazine Newsweek 
and published as a “preview” of the 
nominations and the election. 

Two correspondents to one fa- 
vored the Republican ticket to win. 
Garner was picked by 17 as the 
likeliest Democratic Presidential 
nominee, Cordell Hull by 10, Roose- 
velt by 11. On the Republican side, 
Dewey and Taft ran neck and neck, 
far ahead of the rest of the field. 
Dewey got 23 votes as the likeliest 
candidate to win and 16 votes as 
the second likeliest. Taft had 21 
first-choice and 19 second-choice 
votes,

There is only one item in these 
interesting results that the writer 
finds surprising, and that is the 
fact that 11 out of the 50 corre- 
spondents regard Mr. Roosevelt as 
the probable Democratic nominee 
and six others rate him as the sec- 
ond likeliest. Since forecasting 
seems to be in order, the personal 
conviction is here set down that 
the third term aimed at by the 
President, if any, is not the term 
that will begin in January of 1941, 
but the next one. 

Mr. Roosevelt could probably get 
the nomination for a consecutive 
third term if he cared to fight for 
it. He would, obviously have _ to 
fight. He could win the nomina- 
tion only at the cost of a split in 
the Democratic ranks that would 
assure a Republican victory in the 
election. 

It is possible, too, that the Presi- 
dent, either for his health’s sake or 
in deference to the anti-third-term 
tradition, or both, genuinely wants 
to go back to his Hyde Park farm 
in 1941. That, however, is not the 
point. Expediency in any case, as 
it seems to me, rules him out as a 
candidate—expediency not only 
from the point of view of his per- 
sonal ambitions, but from that of 
the whole New Deal.

If the elections of last fall are 

any criterion, the country for the 


time being has had enough of re- 
form. There appears to be a wide- 
spread desire to settle back to 
“normalcy.” There are indications 
everywhere, despite the continued 
personal popularity of the Presi- 
dent, of growing dissatisfaction with 
the methods of the New Deal. 
There is the fact that the level of 
employment in the last six years 
has been but slightly raised. 

Could Mr. Roosevelt get the nom- 


ination with the full support of his 


party and its affiliates behind him, 
he might reinvigorate the cause he 
represents,, overcome all handicaps 
and win the election. But he can- 
not get the nomination on the only 
terms on which he could win. One 
must assume that he would like to 
see an out-and-out New Dealer, a 
candidate who would surely carry 
forward the Roosevelt banner, nom- 
inated in his place. Where is the 
man of this type who could be 
both nominated and elected? None 
has appeared. It is the Garners and 
the Hulls and the Farleys who 
are heading the popular polis, not 
the Murphys and the Douglases. 

A change may come, but the 
signs point now to the election of 
a President, whether Democratic or 
Republican, of the old-line variety. 
Or, should a Democrat of the Roose- 
velt persuasion conceivably win, he 
can hardly hope to enjoy such pres- 
tige and power as Mr. Roosevelt 
has Had.

It boils down to this: The next 
President, probably a conservative 
or a middle-of-the-roader, will face 
a terrific task. Whichever way he 
may go, right or left, resentments 
will pile up mountain-high. He will 
have to carry many of the burdens 
imposed on the Treasury by the 
New Deal without any compensat- 
ing credit. In all human probabil- 
ity he will have to raise taxes. 

At the end of his four years the 
stage will be set for the return of 
Mr. Roosevelt from Hyde Park. 

In 1896 and again in 1900 the 
Democrats had Bryan as their can- 
didate.

UNION ORGANIZED 
BY UMER MARTIN 


Unemployed and Relief 
Workers Being Recruited 
to Compete With Work- 


ers’ Alliance. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
DETROIT, April 7.—A national 

union of unemployed and WPA 

workers is being organized here 


under the auspices of Homer Mar- 


tin’s secessionist wing of the 
United Automobile Workers of 
America to compete with the re- 
putedly “leftist” Workers’ Alliance 
of America. The new union has 
been styled “United WPA and Un- 
employed Workers of America.” 

The organization is an outgrowth 
of the auto union’s WPA depart; 
ment and is expected to become 
“the instrument through which all 
the WPA and unemployed workers 
may join together on a national 
basis to obtain, through the me- 
dium of their organized strength, 
collective bargaining procedure 
that will result in the alleviation 
of the intolerable conditions under 
which they live,” it is stated in the 
foreword to the proposed constitu- 
tion sent out from the national 
office that has been opened for 
the organization in Detroit's Hof- 
mann building. 

WPA workers will be charged 
dues of 50 cents a month and a 
monthly dime will be collected from 
the jobless, according to the pro- 
visional constitution which was 
drafted by a “temporary national 
organizing committee.” 

Charters at $10 Apiece. 

Local charters will be issued for 
a fee of $10. Charter application 
blanks were sent out with the 
mimeographed copies of the con- 
stitution that went into the mails 
the middle of this week. 

Relief recipients, 
fault of their own,” the foreword

“Work toward a system of eco- 
nomic abundance in which the 

benefits of modern science and 
mass production industry are ex- 
tended to every worker.” 

There is to be no co-operation 
with the Workers’ Alliance, the al- 
ready established union in this 
field, it is announced.

The City Hall Curriculum.

The key to the situation is wheth- 
er or not the British can impose 
a blockade.

The Nazi name for the blockade 
is “encirclement”; their anger at 
Mr. Chamberlain and at Britain 
comes from their knowledge that if 
the blockade is ever enforced, it 
will certainly defeat them.

Resignation of Lawyer.

1, 1936, to Jan. 3, 1939, the agency | 
said, Mahaney “purported to dis- 
charge his duties as attorney for 
the commission” at the San Fran- 
cisco SEC regional office, and on 
Jan. 3, 1939, he resigned from the 
SEC, effective Feb. 20, 1939. 

While Mahaney ceased his active 
duties as an SEC lawyer on Jan. 3, 
1939, he continued to occupy an of- 
fice in the San Francisco regional 
office until Jan. 5, 1939. 

“From June 1, 1936, up to and 
including Jan. 5, 1939, defendant 
Mahaney had full complete access 
to all books, records, papers, corre- 
spondence and memoranda in the 
San Francisco regional office of the 
commission .., including those re- 
lating to the investigations and 
procedings ...” the complaint said. 

Transfer to Washington. 

In the autumn of 1938, it was 
stated, Mahaney told his superior 
in San Francisco of a desire to be 
assigned temporarily to the com- 
mission's. Washington headquarters, 
“for the purpose of refreshing his 
knowledge concerning the workings 
and policies of that office.” 

He was temporarily assigned to 
the Washington office and, the com. 
plaint said, “purported to discharge 
his duties at that office from Oct. 
11, 1938, to Nov. 2, 1938, except for 
a two-day period in which he was 
assigned to the New York regional 
office of the commission.” 

The complaint asked that Ma- 
haney “be restrained and enjoined 
temporarily during the pendency of 
this suit from disclosing confiden- 
tial information acquired while act- 
ing or purporting to act as an at- 
torney for the commission.”

SYDNEY, Australia, April 
im | (AP)—Joseph A. Lyons, Prime 
Minister of the Australian Common- 
wealth for eight years, died today of 
a heart attack which physicians 
said was brought on by “excessive 
mental strain and great responsi- 
bility.” He was 59 years old and 
had been ill since Wednesday when 
he went to a hospital suffering 


from a severe chill. 

Sir Earle Christmas Grafton 
Page was sworn in as Prime Min- 
ister and the oath of office was 
administered to his Cabinet—the 
same as that under Lyons. Page 
had been Deputy Prime Minister. 
The new Cabinet, however, was 
expected to remain in office only 
temporarily and it was believed a 
general election may be held soon. 
Broke With Labor Government. 
Premier Lyons, known as “Honest 
Joe,” founded the United Australian 
party in 1931 after a break with 
Premier Scullin’s Labor Govern- 
ment and in the following year won 
a sweeping victory at the polls. 

A native of Tasmania, he found 
that pictures of his family—five 
sons and six daughters—were po- 
tent vote-getters in Australian cam- 
paigns. 

He represented Australia at the 
coronation of King George VI and 
Cueen Elizabeth May 12, 1937, and 
was leader of the Australian dele- 
gation at the imperial conference 
which followed. 

He proposed and received confer- 
Z\ence approval for a non-aggression 
W\pact to be negotiated among the 
Powers of the Pacific—Japan, Aus- 
tralia, the United States and Great 
Britain. 

“Black Sheep of Empire.” 

On becoming Premier, he lost no 
time in announcing Australia would 
meet monetary obligations. He re- 
organized the commonwealth’s fi- 
nances and began a period of spend- 
ing that soon lost for Australia the 
epithet: “black sheep of the em- 
pire.” 

He was experienced in the admin- 
istration of his native Tasmania 
when he rocketed into prominence 
as postmaster-general iw the Scul- 
lin administration. A labor man 
by upbringing, he had been Premier 
of Tasmania, 1923-1928, and to the 
end of his life could have won any 
office in the state. It was at Scul- 
lin’s invitation that he left Tas- 
mania to enter federal politics, 
though Scullin never foresaw that 
his obscure nominee for the post- 
master-generalship would soon be- 
come the “Ramsay MacDonald of 
Australia.”

McCormack, it was learned, had 
not included this sum in his regu- 
lar income tax return for 1936, but 
had filed an:amended return and 
paid the tax. At that time he told 
the Post-Dispatch this money was 
for services not connected with the 
rate case. 

McCormack was a witness March 
9 and 10, and again March 18 before 
the grand jury. He was one of the 
most active figures in arranging the 
rate compromise. He was present 
at the conference Street and Robert 
J. Folonie, counsel for the insur- 
ance companies, held with State 
Insurance Superintendent O’Malley 
at the Muehlbach Hotel in Kansas 
City, May 14, 1935, to discuss terms 
of the compromise agreement.

HENS LAY EGGS, 


SHELL AND YOLK, 
IN MANY COLORS 


Cross-Breeding Produces Easter 
Hues While Food Tints 
Inner Product. 


BELTSVILLE, 1d., April 7 (AP). 
—Just to show it can be done, two 
Government scientits have made 
hens lay colored Easter eggs. 

The idea was hatched here at 
the Agriculture Department's  ex- 
periment station. Not only differ- 
ent-hued shells, but even vari- 
colored yolks have been produced. 


In fact, the scientists say, getting 
color into an egg shell without dye 
is not really new, but coloring the 
yolk is. 

Araucana chickens from Chile or 
Colondomas from Costa Rica turn 
out deep blue shells as part of 
their routine. The scientists crossed 
these chickens with white leghorns 
and got eggs with sky blue shells, 
then they crossed them with Rhode 
Island reds and got orange shells. 
Not content, the Agriculture De- 
partment men went to work on 
the yolk. By feeding chickens cer- 
tain foods they got a uniform 
color in the yolk, which was what 
they wanted, but to see what would 
happen, they began turning ‘out 
color schemes. 

In no time at all they had hens 
laying eggs with red, blue, orange, 
green and even white yélks. Then 
they made the hens turn out yolks 
with layers of different colors, all

HEARING ON HANDLING 
OF BLIND PENSIONS 


‘State Senate Committee Takes 


Up Bill That Opens Way 
for Federal Aid. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 7.— 
The Senate Committee on Social 
Security heard arguments yester- 
day afternoon on the McReynolds- 
Rozier bill placing administration 
of blind pension payments and ac- 
tivities of the Commission for the 
Blind under the Social Security 
Commission, and making the need 
of the applicants the controlling 
factor in the awarding of pensipns. 

Under the present law a person 
who is virtually totally blind is en- 
titled to a pension of $25 a month. 
Pensions are paid from a fund cre- 
ated by a property tax of 3 cents 
on the $100 valuation, which until 
recently was sufficient to meet the 
requirements. 

Decreased tax collections, due to 
lower assessments and to the heavy 


delinquency m tax payments, have 
gradually reduced the fund until 
“ i “4 quarter of 1938 it showed 

and pensions were not 
on gor January out of this year’s 
funds. 

By changing the law to place 
administration under the commis- 
sion and making the need of the 
applicant the pension test, the State 
will be eligible for Federal aid, and 
it is to obtain this that the Mc- 
Reynolds-Rozier bill was _  intro- 
duced. It proposes liberalizing the 
sight requirements to permit pay- 
ments to those partly blind to a 
seriously hampering extent, and to 
authorize operation of workshops 
under direction of the commission. 

Representatives of groups of blind 
persons appeared before the com- 
mittee, those from the United Work- 
ers for the Blind opposing the bill 
on the ground that payments would 
be in the nature of relief and would 
remove the stimulus for blind per- 
sons to attempt to help themselves 
through productive work. Repre- 
sentatives of the Industrial Blind, 
persons partly blind and engaged in 
work, favored the bill. 


State Representative Wilbur Mar- 
ing of Carthage, speaking for the 
bill, said that continuatfon of the 
present system of meeting pay- 
ments only from the property tax 
would inevitably mean that each 
year there would be a smaller 


amount for blind persons and that 
there would be periods when no 
pensions would be paid. 

He said passage of the bill would 
mean that the State would receive 
about $1,000,000 a year from the 
Federal Government to match an 
equal amount of State funds, and 
that there would be enough money 
for the needs of the blind,

HAT advice would you give to Diana? Do you believe she is | 

too old to build up a new home and have children’ This prob- 

lem is becoming more frequent in modern life, for women of 
60 are younger nowadays than they were in Lincoln's time. 

CASE L-178: Diana Y., aged 41, is a 
widow who has recently married again. 

“T have a daughter by my first hus- 
band,” she began, “who is now a junior jn 
the university. My first marriage was 
ideally happy, but my husband died when 
I was 35. Since then I have lived with 
my daughter, until a year ago when I met 
my present husband. 

“We are very happy, and my daugh- 
ter likes her stepfather very much. Now 
my problem pertains to babies. My hus- 
band would like to have some children 
of his own. Dr Crane, is it possible or 
is it advisable for a woman to have babies 
after she has passed 407”

DIAGNOSIS: The Bible tells us that Sarah, long after she had 
passed through the menopause, bore a son, Isaac. Within my own 
medical experience here in Chicago the oldest woman who has borne 
a baby was 58 years of age. She had two grown daughters past 30 
when the new baby arrived. It is not at all unusual for a woman past 
40 to bear healthy offspring. 

As a matter of fact, it is often a wise thing for a woman to have 
babies late in her child-bearing cycle, for they cushion the shock of 
her menopause by giving her somebody to care for, and by thus extro- 
verting her attention from herself to the school and recreational prob- 
lems of her children. 

However, I always recommend two children, instead of one, for the 
single child is likely to be spoiled and develop into a selfish person- 
ality. In this modern age, with labor-saving machinery in the home 
and a more scientific diet than we used to have, women are not as old 
at 40 as they were a few generations ago,

With cosmetic aids, perfumes, and stylish clothes, a slender figure and 
a zestful interest in life, the woman of 40 is nowadays neither old 
nor even middle-aged. 

The average age in America for needing false teeth is approxi- 
mately 43. In England I undefstand it is only 25. In Lincoln's day it 
was probably around 25 in this country. 

In the good old days of the horse and buggy, the animal’s teeth 
were used as an index of the horse’s vigor and vitality. Perhaps we 
should use them in a similar fashion regarding men and women today. 

A healthy woman can safely bear offspring after the age of 40. 
And the children will be well formed, vigorous and intelligent; if their 
parents have had such heritages to bequeath them. A woman’s per- 
sonality is never completely developed until she has children, real or 
adopted. Cats and dogs, canaries, gold fish and geraniums may be 
partial substitutes, but they can never equal babies.

There is not very much else one 
can do. Parents cannot force 
friends upon their children, nor can 
they maintain their children’s loy- 
alties.

Children grow up. That means 
that they are not the same people 
they were yesterday. Their atti- 
tudes have changed, their tastes 
and their preferences are not those 
of the other day. Perhaps they 
will change again before night. 
Certainly they will if their growth 
changes them, which it is likely 
to do. 


There is nothing alarming about 
this phase of adolescence. It 
would be serious indeed if the 
children did not change. In the 
changing they may lose some 
charming qualities, and they may 
achieve some quite as delightful. 
They cause grief by their chang- 
ing ways, but they also bring hap- 


piness. We may regret the pass- 


ing of some childish trait, but we 
welcome the birth of a more ma- 
ture, and a more lasting strength 
in its place. 

The dolis in the attic, the bat- 
tered red wagon taking on cob- 
webs in the cellar, are milestones 
of growth. And so are the changes 
in the children’s tastes, manners, 
friends and acquaintances The 
best thing to do is to accept them 
gracefully for the most part and 
be as little critical of them as pos- 
sible. 

Adolescents resent personal crit- 


icism. They know that they are 
leaving themselves wide open to 
it, but that does not make them 
feel any more comfortable when 
it is directed upon them. When 
they are heading into danger it 
is time to speak and mean it. 
Otherwise, accept their changing 
Ways as a matter of course and 
try not to feel hurt by them.
